It is understood that the proposed 
increase will be for the period of one 
year only, 

Councilman “Wild Bill” Johnson, of

000 than the total amount desired. 
There are seven days within which to 
raise the $700,000,000 and to oversub- 
_@eribe the loan. Efforts should be

The enthusiastic work 
now under way, if continued without 
abatement until the 15th of June, will 
produce the desired results and the 
loan will be a great success. But there 
must not be any cessation in the work 
and it must not be assumed that the 
loan is already accomplished.

to the rest. 


PROPHESYING WAR'S END. 


Official announcement from Washington, 
as carried by the Associated Press, that 
little hope is held out in well-informed cir. 
cles that the war will terminate inside of 
three years, and that America’s war plans 
are being furthered upon that basis, is such 


as to cause the ordinary American citizen 


to pause and ponder deeply. : 

And probably the very fact that those 
directly in touch with the war plans and in 
whose hands the shaping of them rests have 
brought themselves to thus look at the thing 


in its coldest aspect, to plan accordingly, 


will have a tendency to hasten rather than 
retard the end. 


The general tendency has been, With the 


speedy end of the war a consuming world 
desire, to minimize the strength and dura- 
bility of the enemy and at the same time 
overestimate America’s power to turn the 
balance without adequate time allowance; 
which, of course, is fallacious and hinders 
rather than helps. 

Of course, no man knows even approrxi- 
mately when it is going to end. It may end 
in a few months, but the fact of the matter 
is that a war does not end until the last gun 
is fired; and it is poor policy for us to give 


| too free sway to our desire in arriving at a4 
conclusion, because overconfidence is often 
a fatal weakness. 


There is no indication that Germany is 
anywhere near the end of its resources. 
True, Germany is short of food; but so is 
France, Italy, England and Belgium. It may 
be true, too, that there is considerable inter- 
nal disaffection in Germany—that there is a 
pronounced spirit of opposition to the kaiser 
among a certain element of the German pop- 
ulation. But, nevertheless, to date there has 
been no evidence of anything resembling a 
concert of action in revolt, and the kaiser’s 
iron will is apparently as all- e at 
home as ever it was. 

It is also true that thousands of Austro- 
Hungarians are opposed to a continuance of 
the war and would welcome a separate 
peace. But there has to date been no visible 
evidence that this element is strong enough 
seriously to embarrass the supreme lord in 
Berlin in the furtherance of his oft-express- 
ed determination to prosecute the war to the 
bitter end. 

It is all right to wish for peace, to hope 
for peace; but the best way to attain peace 
is for us to say little about it and go ahead 
about our business of living and waging war 
as though such a thing as peace is not to be 
thought of until it comes—which it will only 
when the German fighting arm is broken 
and the Hohenzollern dynasty brought to 
its knees. 

There is nothing to be gained by super- 
optimism, no more than by over-pessimism. 
Each is bad for a people at war, and in its 
bearing upon the final outcome one is about 
as bad as the other. 

We shall win, and that is all we know 
about it, and all that need give us concern 
until we do win. :

WHAT DOES ALFALFA 
DO TO THE SOIL? 


(By Ellwood Hendrick.) 
Professor C. O. Swenson of the Kansas 
Agricultural college told the members of 
the American Chemical society at their Kan- 


sas City meeting of certain Kansas alfalfa 


fields that have been growing continuously 
for twenty and thirty years and more. The 
problem to which he addressed himself was 
whether these fields which had deen cut 
every year for hay had soils richer or poorer 
in fixed nitrogen than the soils which had 
never been broken? In other words, is it 80 
that where alfalfa grows the soil keeps 
getting richer and richer in nitrogen? Ot 
course, there are the bacteria in the little 
nodules that take up nitrogen from the air, 
but on the other hand there are all the 
stems and leaves, all containing nitrogen, 


that are carted away every year, 


Profe:sor Swenson found after exhaustive 
sampling that ir the extreme western or 
semi-arid portion of the state, the alfalfa 
soil had more nitrogen than thé native soil.

“IT am expecting the resignation of 
Mr. Eustis as a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the United States 
Shipping Board’s n fleet cor - 
poration and discharging him from the 
service for lack of loyalty and misstate- 
ments and misrepresentation of facts. 
This applies to his employment with 
the corporation and of course has no 
bearing on the dual position he occu- 
pies as agent of the shipping board. Mr. 
Clark is to be dismissed from the serv- 
ice for ‘similar reasons.’ 

Chairman Denman, of the shipping 
board, had nothing to say as to what 
action the board would take in the case. 
Mr. Eustis is an employee of the board 
and assigned to the fleet corporation. 
Mr. Clark has no connection with the 
board, but was employed outright by 
the corporation.

General Goethals brands as false the 
sr made by Mr. Eustis and Mr.

“The most serious danger in their 
statements,” said General Goethals, ie 
that by insisting on a lump sum bid I 
am shutting out all contractors who are 
desirous of assisting in the shipbuild- 
ing scheme, because these are not able 
to estimate on labor and the material 
conditions as they exist today, thereby 
delaying the construction of ships.

Washington, June 8.— (Special.)—-One 
of the most remarkable hearings ever 
held before the interstate commerce 


ernoon when members of the National 
Association of Owners of Railroad Se- 
curities, in connection with the pend- 
ing application of the railroads to be 
allowed to increase their freight rates, 
urged the commission to take action 
which will stabilize the stocks and 
bonds of the roads not only in the in- 
terest of the people, but in the interest 
of the government as a war measure. 
Over $3,000,000,000 Represented. 

The ownership of more than 33.000. 
000,000 in railroad stocks and bonds 
Was represented at the hearing by in- 
dividuals, officials of the great life | 
and fire insurance companies, of sav- 
ings banks, of fiduciary and financial 
institutions and by trustees of es- 
tates. 

This was pointed out in an address 
to the commission, presented by S. 
Davies Warfield, of Baltimore, presi- 
dent of the Continental Trust company, 
of that city, and chairman of the board 
of the Seaboard Air Line, whose leader- 
ship resulted in the formation. of the 
National Association of Owners of Rail- 
road Securities at a meeting held in 
Baltimore last month. 

Mr. Warfield's address, which was 
presented by Frank Hagerman, of Kan- 
Sas City, counsel for the organization, 
who is the attorney who argued the 
government’s case before the United 
States supreme court in testing the con- 
stitutionality of the Adamson act, and 
who won that case, went into the fact 
that the speakers represented through 
holders of life insurance policies, de- 
positors in savings banks, etc.,. the 
“very definite ownership of over fifty 
million of the people of the United 
States’’ in the bonds and stocks of the 
carriers. 

Owners of Roads Heard. 

For the first time in history the in- 
terstate commerce commission heard 
the people of the country, who are the 
real owners of the railroads, in con- 
nection with the problems of the car- 
riers. In the ball room of the New 
Willard hotel, where the meeting was 
held, were gathered investors, big and 
little, from all over the country, tq 
participate, by their presence and moral 
support, at least, in the pleas that 
were made for the carriers. On every 
hand there was comment to the effect 
that the commission has in the past 
heard the organized shippers of freight, 
that it has heard the labor representa- 
tives of the country through their 
unions, and that even the government 
is organized for control of the rail- 
roads in the fact that there is an in- 
terstate commerce commission, but that 
never before have the organized owners 
of the railroads, the actual holders of 
the bonds and stocks of the companies, 
been heard by the commission. 

The address of Mr. Warfield, who 
was elected president of the National 
Association of Owners of Railroad Se- 
curities, pointed out the necessity of 
“permitting the carriers, through their 
rates, to establish a margin of safety 
which we will call a surplus beyond 
their actual requirements for meetin 
their fixed and other charges as we 
established their credit and admit of 
their being economically and success- 
fully financed.” 

That subject was gone into by Dar- 
win P. Kingsley, president of the New 
York Life Insurance company; M. A. 
Schenck, president of the Bowery Sav- 
ings bank, of New York, and president 
of the Savings Bank association of the 
state of New York; Jo E. Oldham, 
of Boston, a railroad financial authori- 
ty and writer, and Robert F. Maddox, 
president of the Atlanta National bank, 
of Atlanta. 

Robert F. Maddox Speaks. 

Mr. Maddox stressed the argument 
that railroad bonds were declining in 
value to a greater extent than those 
of industrial corporations. He selected 
January 2 and June 2 of this yearras 
comparative dates, and showed that the 
average decline of a selected list of 21 
industrial bonds was 1.65, while the av- 
erage of a selected list of 26 railroads’ 
bonds was 6.51 per cent. 

“The banks — trust companies of 
the country, accérding to the comp- 
troller of the currency’s report for 1915, 
owned railroads’ bonds amountin 
$1,704,600,000," said Mr. Maddox. 
of the chief reasons for the purchase 
of railroad bonds by banking institu- 
tions for secondary reserve has been 
their ready market ability. An impair- 
ment of railroad credit naturally di- 
minishes this feature and makes those 
already held less valuable, and the 
banks cease to buy them for such pur- 
poses.” 

The 
to and demanded by banks as security 
for loans has changed in the last five 
years, said Mr. Maddox. Formerly two- 
thirds was railroad collateral and one- 
third, or even less, was industrial col- 
lateral. Now railroad collateral con- 
stitutes not more than one-third of the 
collateral securing loans obtained from 
banks and trust companies. 

While the great change is due to a 
number of factors, substantially all of 
these factors are directly or indirect- 
ly a reflection of the decline which rail- 
road securities have suffered in the 
public estimation,” he continued. “It 
does not mean that the’ banks and trust 
companies discriminate against rail- 
they do not; but it 
does mean that borrowers are not in- 
terested in making loans based on rail- 
road collateral when this collateral] is 
constantly declining in market value.”
